The Souls of Prophets: 

As soon as Noore-Mohammedi raised his head from the Sijda 
after infinite number of centuries in the Sijda, it felt as if the taste of 
Sijda was lost and in this embarrassment there appeared drops of 
sweat on the Noore-Mohammedi SS AS. 

Allah then created all the Souls of Prophets from out of these 
drops of sweat and started putting each soul into a lamp of light and 
decorated them around the Noore-Mohammedi. As soon as the Souls 
of Prophets heard the praise of Noore-Mohammedi they also used to 
start praising like pupils. 

The Souls of the Worlds: After creating the Souls of the Prophets, 
the souls of the Siddiqeen and Momineen etc., were created and 
after that the Zenith, Chair, Loohe-Mahfooz and Pen were also 
created with the Noor of our Prophet SSAS. As soon as Allah 

created the Pen He ordered it to write down from beginning to the 

end of all Universe and men and Jins both good and evil Destiny. 

When the Pen completed its writing and it dried now there was no 

possibility of further change in the Destiny. As Quran says:

After Zenith and Chair and Pen etc., Angels, Heaven, hell, 
stars, satellites, Earth and Sky, Sun and Moon, Trees, River and Hills, 
all were created. Then the Jins were created. Then the last creature 
Adam was created by Earth. As Quran says: 

Iz-qala-rabbikal-malaikatu-inni-qaliqun-basheeram-min-teen'. 
When your God told Angels that I shall make Man from Earth. 
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THE CREATION OF ADAM 

As soon as the statue of Adam was ready which has the mouth 
but cannot talk, eyes are there but sight is not there, ears are there but 
cannot hear, and legs are there but cannot walk. Now this statue 
requires to be provided with talking power, eye-sight, and hearing 
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power. In the same way, life is also to be inducted. Therefore, Allah 
ordered the Soul to enter. Thus the Soul entered the statue and after 
roaming throughout in the body for some time came out. The soul 
was ordered to only enter the statue. It was not ordered to stay in 
there. Therefore, the soul got a chance to come out and told Allah that 
'this statue is very narrow and dark and is fearsome I cannot live in it' . 

Then Allah with his Power kept the light of Mohammed in the 
forehead of Adam. Then the soul was ordered to 'enter'. Then the 
soul entered inside only and the statue of Adam got life thus Adam was 
created and we all are born out of him. 

Allah knows the unknown. He knew that soul will enter and it 
will come out. And the light of Mohammed will have to be kept in the 
forehead of Adam and with this only the soul will stay in. Then why 
the process was not done before. The answer to this question is that 
Allah wanted to show that with the light of Mohammed only the soul 
could stay in and all these men came into being and shall be coming in 
future also. 




Noore-Mohammedi on the day of Misaq 

As soon as Adam was created Allah has absorbed the complete 
mankind in his back on the day of Misaq brought all of them out and 
took oath, as in the words of Quran: 

Va Iza Aqaza Rabbuka Mimbanee Adama Min Zahoorihim 
Zurrayyatahum vaAshadahumAlaa anfusihim Alastu Birabbikum 
Qaloo Bala Shahidna. Antaqoolu Youamal Qiyamati Inna kunna

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And Aye-beloved: Remember when your Allah brought them out of 
the back of Adam and made them witness over them. Am I not your 
Creator? All said: 'Why not' we are witness', it may not be said on the 
Dooms Day that we did not know it? 

When Allah asked whole generation of Adam: 
'Am I not your Creator? 

Over this question the whole Human generation was embarrassed as 
what to say. Thus the first person to reply was 
Noore-Mohammedi who said:

And remember when Allah has taken oath from all the 
Prophets that when I will give my book and policy and when that 
prophet will come and certify your holy books then you all should 
bring faith on him and must help him, said: why you took oath and 
took heavy responsibility of mine. All said they admitted oath. Said 
then you all become witnesses over each other and if any one refrains 
from this he is from the non-believers. 
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My dear brothers, when on the day of Misaq an oath was taken 
from the Adam's generation and all men were permitted to leave and 
all the souls of the prophets were retained a special oath was taken 
from them that when my beloved Prophet will come to you with the 
Holy book and policy (in your period) it is binding upon you to bring 
faith over him and help him and then Allah says: Do you admit to 
bring faith over him? Do you admit to help him or not? All the 
prophets admitted to do so. It was an oath of allegiance. 

My dear brothers. On the words of Allah, all the prophets oath 
was not sufficient but in order to highlight the importance Allah has 
made witnesses over each other i.e., for every prophet one lakh twenty 
three thousand nine hundred ninety nine witnesses. And in the end 
Allah says with dignity that over all these witnesses 'I also stand as 
witness to all of you. Allahu-Akbar. Such an important oath upon 
which there arc 1 ,24,000 witnesses. 

Every prophet's Kalima is 'Mohammed Rasulullah '. The 

importance given to the oath can be easily guessed since it was 
impossible that prophets would violate the oath but only to show the 
importance given to Prophet MohammedS(SAS) as the beloved 

prophet of Allah. Earlier, all the followers of prophets used to follow 
their Kalimas like Prophet Moses's followers used to say: Moosa 
Kalimullah, Esa-Roohullah but their Prophets used to say 
Mohammed Rasulullah. 

Quran gives evidence of this. During the period of Moses, the 
Jews used to pray Allah through the medium of Mohammed S S AS 

during their hard times, like famine, diseases,etc, and they were 
relieved immediately from such difficult situations. Therefore, it is 
clear that our Prophet is the Prophet of all Prophets also.

Meaning: Our beloved Prophet said: 'I was made the Last of the 
Prophets when still the Statue of Adam was not made. In view of the 
above mentioned Ahadith it is proved that our beloved Prophet was 
awarded with the Prophethood and declared as the Last of all the 
Prophets when even the statue of Adam was not prepared and as soon 
as it was made ready all the souls were gathered and his Prophethood 
was declared and the oath of allegiance was obtained.(Saha Sitta) 

According another source it is said that it was written on the 
shoulders of Adam the name of Prophet MohammedH SAS, ie, 

Hazrat Syedna MohammedS SAS is the last Prophet. Thus it is clear 

that the prophet-hood started with him and ended on him only and still 
if any one has any doubt then he can see the Quran. 

Translation: Mohammed S(SAS) In your male members no one has 

father but Allah's Rasool and in all prophets of past and Allah knows 
all. 













Revered Sajda for 
Noore-Mohammedi 



Due to the presence of the Noore-Mohammedi in the statue of 
Adam, Devil was ordered to do Sajda to Adam as it is mentioned in 
Quran: ^ _ f

Translation: And remember when Angels were ordered to do Sijda 
to Adam and all the Angels did obey and bowed to Adam except Devil 
who denied got proud and became a non-believer. That is when Allah 
ordered the Angels to do Sijda to Adam, all the Angels did bow down 
to Adam except Devil who got proud and became non-believer. It is 
said that the first Angel who bowed down to Adam was Gabriel and 
then the big three Angels then all the Angels bowed down. It is said 
that the Sajda was very long. They bowed from afternoon to till 
evening or for one hundred or five hundred years. 

This bowing was not a worship but it was only a bowing-in- 
respect and it was allowed during the earlier periods of Prophets but 
the same has been rejected under the Shariate-Mohammedi. An Arif 
has rightly said that the Devil was Alim but he was not an Arif. He saw 
Adam but did not see what is in it hence it denied and became proudy 
and was removed from the Court of Allah. 

He who is proudy is removed 

The Devil became proudy and denied and was removed from the 
Court and he who bowed in obedience (ie, the Angels who bowed 
down) were saved. It is rightly said by some body: 

Huva Iblis isike samne jhuknese inkari 

Yahi tha imtiyaz Adam kajis sejalgaya nan. 
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In our existence also the Noore-Mohammedi S SAS is present. In 
Quran it is clearly said: 

Annabiyyu Aoula Bil Momineena min Anfusihim (Sura Ahzab) 

That is our beloved Prophet SH(SAS) is very nearer to Muslims than 

our lives. Hence, our soul does not want to get out of our body easily 
but due to the Order of Allah with utmost difficulty it goes out from 
every nook and comer. 

Noore-Mohammedi appeared in all Periods (Qarns): 

According to Abu Harira (R), Prophet S SAS told : T was created in 

the best periods in generations per generations till this period when I 
am born. 

In view of the above Ahadith it is very clear that the Noore- 
Mohammedi SAS was explicit on the foreheads of pure persons of 

special Generations with special awards as is evident from various 
Ahadith. Noore-Mohammedi was once the decoration of 'Arshe-
